Despite a decrease in proper- 
ty tax revenue this year, South 
Bay Commissioners have voted 
to hold the line on tax increas- 
es in the city. 

Commissioners set their mil- 
lage rate at 9.0848 this week, 
the same rate residents paid 
last year. Some citizens may 
see their tax bill go down, 
though, because.their homes 
have been appraised at less. 

"The commission was very 
determined to offer the same 


level of services to its citizens 


this year without raising tax- 
es," said Mayor Clarence 
Anthony. 

Mr. Anthony said the city has 


been aggressive this past-year 
in seeking and acquiring state 


and county grants, which has _ 


helped their money situation. 
"We've already realized some 
revenue too in permit fees for 
the new R.V. park," said the- 
mayor. 
The $2.8 million budget does 


include a two percent raise for - 


city employees and an addition- 
al two percent performance 
bonus for some employees. 

The city also expects addi- 
tionul revenue from the special 
census, amounting to approxi- 
mately $32,500 and the coun- 
ty's six percent gas tax should 
bring the city an additional 
$26,250 in revenue, according 
to the mayor.

The difficulty arises because 
of the vast differences in the 
Chinese writing system and the 
English alphabet,as well as the 
large cultural gap between the 
two societies, said Julius Tou, 
graduate research professor 
emeritus of eléctrical engineer- 
- jing and computer and informa- 
tion sciences. 

With more than 50,000 char- 
acters and many irregular 
grammatical rules, Chinese is 
one of the most complex natu- 
ral languages if the world. The 
Chinese writing system has no 
alphabet because it was devel- 
oped before the invention of the 
alphabets. Therefore, words are 
not represented by combina- 


" In Chinese, words can be 


- [treated with one character, two 


characters or whatever," he 
said. "one word can. be spelled 
with one character or five char- 
tctérs, depending on the con- 
text. There are no fixed rules 
for this.” o. ] 
In addition, Tou said, Chinese 
isentences are strung together 
with no spaces between sepa- 
rate words. For example, a.Chi- 
nese sentence would look like 
this: HEREADDEARABBY, 
which ‘could be read HERE

"If you teach people to read 
Chinese, they need to learn to 
find word sequences in the 
character strings,” Tou said. 
"Chinese people, because they 
grew up with the language, see 
the character string and auto- 
matically change jt to word 
sequences, To them, it is intu- 
itive, but machines have use of 
computer logic and artificial 
intelligence.” 

Over the course of the last 
decade, Tou has developed both 
software and hardware capable 
of reorganizing character 
strings into word sequences 
and bridging the cultural gap 
between Chinese and English. 
Since structure and sentence 
composition of a natural lan- 
guage, like Chinese, reflect the 
cultural background and 
thought processes of the people, 
understanding these aspects is 


- essential in machine transla- 


tion. 

For instance, translating 
only one character in a Chinese 
sentence could lead to this 
English vetsion: " President 
Sun's ability to brag is very 
gréat." : 

‘Tv solve the problem created 
by cultural differerices, Tou 
developed the contepts of lin- 
guistic canonical forms (LCF) 
and information patters for 
structural translation. An LCF 
can best be described as the 
source language expression 
(Chinese) using the target lan- 
guage (English) thought pro- 


cess and sentence structure. 

"This computer," Tou said, 
"converts Chinese to a linguis- 
tic canonical form and from, 
there translates it to English, 
completing both tasks almos: 
instantaneously.” 

In addition, Tou designed an| 
input system that lets users| 
type on a standard compute: 
keyboard to create Chinese 
characters on the screen fo 
translation. 

Tou's work has been produced, 
by CITAC Computers inc., 
which has sold some units to| 
companies in Taiwan. Full. 
scale production should begin 
in one or two years, once the| 
last few bugs have been ironed 
out , Tou said. His invention, a 
breakthrough in' information 
science and technology, hasl- 
been awarded a U.S. paten 
and outstrips efforts by the| 
Japanese to develop simila: 
translation technology. 

Because the computer trans- 
lates ordinary Chinese writin; 
for daily use in communication| 
into idiomatic English, Tou| 
said, it has many applications| 
in defense, diplomacy, intelli. 
gence, science and in business, 
working in China. 

"It's the difficulty involved in 
learning Chinese that makes| 
the translation machine neces- 
sary,” Tou said. "We tested it's| 
translation capacity against an 
American who d in Chin: 
for four years and the machine 
beat him, in terms of a&curacy 
as well as speed." )

"Taxpayers spend 
more ton vett hundred million dollars annual- 
ly to hold over fifty-thousand criminal aliens in 
our state and federal prison facilities, while we 
return other violent criminals to our streets. 
This makes no sense, especially for states like 
` Florida suffering from such severe prison over- 
crowding.” ; 
Currently, alieng convicted óf crimes cannot be 
deported until after they have completed their 


sentences. According to Lewis, "We feed them, 
house them, clothe them-and then deport them, 
Let's deport them first, save money, and use the 
prison space." 

The Congressman's legislation 'empowers the 
U.S. Immigration and Naturalization Service i 
begin deportation hearings immediately Gees? 
ing an alien's criminal conviction, and then 
deport dn alien directly from prison. ^ 

Introduced over a year ago, the legislation 
attracted the bipartisan support of over fifty 
members of the House of Representatives, law- 
enforcement periodicals, local newspapers, and 
the National Taxpayers Union. 

,As a whole, the Republican crime package 
channels necessary resources to the local level vel 
get hardened and violent criminals off the 
streets. An original cosponsor of the package, 
Lewis praised its "bottom-up review of the crimi- 
nal justice system, aimed at protecting all citi- 
zens and making hardened, violent criminals 
serve long prison terms.”

Night fishing provides 
relief from summer heat 


"Fished out" is a term often 
heard around Florida lakes 
and rivers this time of year. 
Everybody, it seems, catches 
their bag limits of bass and 
bream during the spring, but 
when the summer heat takes 
its grip, those days of catching 
fish as quick as you find them 
usually over for a while.. 
unless, suggests the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission, you might try 
night fishing. 

Night fishing can make for a 
successful fishing trip during 
the "dog days" of summer. 
Many fish spend a good part of 
the daylight hours seeking 
shade rather than food. The 
night's darkness and cooler 
temperatures set the fish to 
roaming and feeding and the 
results can usually satisfy 
most of the anglers. 


There are two basic- methods 
of night fishing: one is to lure 
the fish to the angler and the 
other is to go where the fish 
"ought to be feeding." Boat 
fishing, dock fishing or walking 
the bank can yield equal suc- 
cess 

If you are fishing for panfish 
or crappie at night, using a 
lantern may be the best idea. A 
streng light is suspended from 
the dock, bridge or the side of 
the boat. The light attracts 
swarms of flying insects, which 
in turn draws small bait fish to 
feed on them.Then it is just a 
matter of time before the larg- 
er fish locate this activity and 
begin to feed. Minnows and jigs 
fished in the midst of this com- 
motion generally would pro- 
vide a lot of action. 

Many bass anglers learned 
long ago the value of casting 
large, noisy lures such 'as 


buzzbaits or chugger-type || 
plugs around the lake's shore- || 


line at night. Unskilled 
anglers are often fooled by 
striking bass. They are 
inclined to set their hooks on 
the sound of the splash rather 
than when they feel the fish 
taking their lure. Try trolling 
or drifting along the edges of 
vegetation, casting into shal- 
low water. 

Surface lures work best, 
especially those that make a 
ruckus when retrieved. Fish 
also will see the silhouette 
against the sky so chopse a 
lure such as as a popper, chug- 
ger or spinner with a black or 
dark color pattern. 

Using surface lures and 
crankbaits requires accurate 
casting or else you may find 
yourself pd ds hung-up in 
weeds. To avoid this, in areas 
with vegetation, try using plas- 
tic worms rigged weedless. 
Larger worms, eight to 12- 
inches or longer, are more 
effective at night because they 


emit more vibrations which 
bass can sense. 

Another successful night 
fishing technique is "jigging". 
This technique takes a strong 
arm and a good helper on the 
paddle or trolling motor.A 
noisy popping-type lure is 
attached to a stout cane pole 
on about two feet of line. The 
lure is fished by slowly moving 
down the grass line, extending 
the pole over open patches of 
water, dropping the lure it up 
and down.in the water several 
times. Let the lure rest a
